Brief  History  of  Kutztown 

Kutztown  Borough  was  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  old  in 
March  of  the  present  year.  The  town  is  about  half  a  century  older. 
Soon  after  the  laying  out,  in  1755,  of  "The  Great  Road," — the 
Boston  Road  it  has  long  been  called — a  straggling  hamlet,  a  hotel 
or  two  and  some  other  buildings,  sprang  up  at  the  crossing  of  the 
Saucony. 

Laid  out  in  1779-1780,  the  Borough  of  Kutztown  was  in- 
corporated in  1815  and  was  the  second  borough  of  Berks  County, 
Reading  being  the  first.  George  Kutz  was  the  founder.  Located  in 
the  heart  of  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch  Country,  Kutztown  is  a  perfect 
blend  of  industry,  culture,  recreation,  and  most  of  all — people.

mond P.  Shafer  serves  as  president  of  the  State  Senate;  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Pardons;  chairman  of  the  administration's  legislative  Policy  Committee;  a  member  of 
the  School  Finance  Survey  Committee;  a  member  of  Governor  Scranton's  Tax  Study 
Committee;  chairman  of  the  governor's  1963  Select  Committee  on  Education,  and 
is  a  member  of  the  Commission  on  Inter-State  Cooperation.  Prior  to  being  elected 
lieutenant  governor  in  1962,  he  served  as  a  state  senator  representing  the  50th  Sena- 
torial District  of  Crawford  and  Mercer  counties. 

The  lieutenant  governor's  first  elective  office  was  that  of  district  attorney  of  Craw- 
ford County  in  1947  when  he  was  elected  in  an  upset  victory  over  the  incumbent.  He 
was  re-elected  in  1951  to  serve  another  four-year  term,  running  unopposed  in  the 
general  election. 

Shafer  is  a  graduate  of  Meadviile  High  School,  Allegheny  College  and  Yale  Uni- 
versity Law  School.  During  World  War  II,  he  was  a  PT  boat  commander  in  the  South 
Pacific,  participating  in  80  combat  missions.  He  was  awarded  the  Bronze  Star,  Purple 
Heart  and  the  Philippine  Liberal  Medal.  Some  of  his  current  and  previous  civic  activi- 
ties include:  Trustee  of  the  Hospital  Association  of  Pennsylvania;  president  of  Western 
Crawford  County  Community  Chest;  secretary  and  director  of  Meadviile  City  Hospital; 
trustee  and  director  of  Pennsylvania  United  Fund;  chairman  of  the  Red  Cross  Chapter; 
president  of  Allegheny  College  Alumni  Association;  director  of  Crawford  County  Men- 
tal Health  Center,  and  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Allegheny  College.  He 
is  also  a  member  of  the  Grange,  Rotary,  American  Legion,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars, 
Crawford  County  Bar  Association,  Pennsylvania  Bar  Association  and  the  American 
Bar  Association. 

Married  and  the  father  of  three  children,  the  lieutenant  governor  was  acting 
chairman  of  the  1964  Pennsylvania  delegation  to  the  Republican  National  Convention.

BISHOP  FRED  PIERCE  CORSON 

World-renowned  Methodist  Clergyman 

Principal  Speaker  at  Religious  Heritage  Day  Services 


Bishop  CORSON  is  a  popular  preacher  to  youth  and 
each  year  speaks  in  a  score  or  more  colleges  in  addition  to  frequent  engagements  in 
the  church  and  in  the  schools.  His  interest  in  good  government  resulted  in  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  Governor's  Commission  for  the  Revision  of  the  Constitution  for  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania.  He  is  organizer  and  head  of  the  Bishop's  Crusaders,  a 
youth  movement  dedicated  to  Christian  service,  v/ith  more  than  17,000  members 
throughout  the  world. 

In  1964  Bishop  Corson  was  decorated  by  the  King  of  Norway  with  the  medal 
of  the  Order  of  St.  Olav.  He  is  a  33rd  Degree  Mason  and  in  1964  he  received  the 
Gourgas  Medal,  the  highest  Masonic  decoration.  In  1963  he  became  the  first  Protestant 
clergyman  to  receive  an  honorary  degree  from  St.  Joseph's  College,  Philadelphia.  He 
was  a  delegate-observer  to  the  Vatican  Ecumenical  Council  held  in  Rome  in  1962-63. 
Bishop  Corson  was  installed  as  president  of  World  Methodist  Council  in  August  of  1961. 

Bishop  Corson  was  elected  a  bishop  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  1944  after  serving 
as  president  of  Dickinson  College,  Carlisle,  for  10  years.  He  holds  29  degrees,  earned 
and  honorary,  from  26  colleges,  universities  and  professional  schools.  He  currently  is 
a  trustee  of  Dickinson  College,  Drew  University,  Pennington  School,  Lycoming  College, 
Wesley  Theological  Seminary,  Wyoming  Seminary,  Gammon  Theological  Seminary  and 
honorary  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Temple  University. 

Among  his  writings  are  such  notable  works  as  "Dickinson  College,  a  History  of 
Functron  and  Purpose/'  "A  Christian  Philosophy  for  the  Postwar  World;"  "The  Minister 
and  Christian  Higher  Education";  "The  Education  We  Have  and  the  Education  We 
Need;"  "Free  Masonry  and  the  Framing  of  the  Constitution;"  "The  Needed  Emphasis 
in  Christian  Education;"  "Your  Church  and  You;"  "Pattern  for  Successful  Living," 
"American  Methodism's  Magna  Carta"  and  "How  Good  is  Communism."  He  also  served 
as  editor  for  the  Wesley  Translation  of  the  New  Testament.

Congressman  Rhodes  was  given  a  national  award 
for  his  outstanding  work  and  legislative  efforts  in 
behalf  of  the  nation's  handicapped  citizens.  He 
was  co-sponsor  of  legislation  to  improve  social 
security  in  lowering  the  retirement  age  to  62  years 
and  in  making  benefits  available  to  disabled 
persons. 

He  received  commendation  from  the  Deans  of  the 
Schools  of  Public  Health  of  various  universities,  in- 
cluding Harvard,  Yale,  Johns  Hopkins,  Columbia, 
and  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  for  his  leadership 


in  the  enactment  of  legislation  to  strengthen  grad- 
uate public  health  training  in  the  United  States. 
Under  the  Rhodes  Act,  additional  physicians,  nurses, 
engineers  and  other  public  health  specialists  have 
been  trained  to  meet  the  shortages  of  personnel 
in  health  agencies  throughout  the  nation  so  that 
the  fight  against  killing  and  crippling  diseases  can 
be  carried  forward. 

He  was  also  presented  with  an  ''Award  of 
Merit"  by  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Stebbins,  Dean  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  School  of  Public  Health,  and  President  of 
the  Association  of  Public  Health  Schools.

I^R.  LEE,  nationally-known  lecturer  and  author  of 
"Man  to  Man  On  the  Job/'  a  book  which  has  experienced  wide-spread  usage  among 
U.S.  companies  as  a  guide  to  good  employee  relations,  retired  from  General  Motors 
Corporation  in  1952  after  17  years  of  employment  with  General  Motors  in  engineer- 
ing, sales  and  industrial  research. 

One  of  his  first  jobs  was  in  the  inventions  and  engineering  divisions  of  the  Na- 
tional Cash  Register  Company.  After  eight  years.  Dr.  Lee  joined  the  engineering  de- 
partment of  Deico  Light  Company,  where  he  designed  electrical  apparatus  and  later 
did  research  on  electrical  and  mechanical  appliances.  Sometime  later.  Dr.  Lee  joined 
Frigidaire,  where  he  organized  a  sales  department,  became  sales  promotional  man- 
ager, and  then  became  assistant  sales  manager  in  charge  of  water  cooling  apparatus 
sales.  He  was  with  the  Jam  Handy  Picture  Service,  Inc.,  at  Detroit  from  1930  to  1935. 
Then  he  rejoined  General  Motors  on  its  customer  research  staff.  Later  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  staff  of  R.  H.  Grant,  then  Vice  President  of  General  Motors  in  charge 
of  sales.  Afterwards,  he  joined  the  General  Motors  Public  Relations  Department. 

Dr.  Lee  is  a  man  of  many  interests  and  hobbies.  He  held  a  private  pilot's  license 
for  many  years  and  has  owned  two  planes.  His  log  shows  over  1000  hours  in  the 
air.  In  addition,  he  is  a  veteran  glider  pilot.  He  is  the  inventor  of  several  air  naviga- 
tion instruments,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Sportsman  Pilots  Association. 

He  operates  a  small  but  complete  hobby  foundry,  forge  and  pattern  shop  in  the 
rear  of  his  home  at  938  Lakeside  Road,  Birmingham,  Michigan.  He  is  also  a  writer  of 
articles  in  foundry  practice  for  trade  magazines  and  papers.
